So much for tho material prosperity of 


tho army. As to its spiritual work, perhaps 
no hotter description can bo given than that 
of ono who has closely watched tho work in 
England:

church or chapel, and talking with sor.io of 
the inoit rutllanly in the aftor-rnocting, 
found that they came at first from a Tow' 
or a 'lark,' and came again, because 'thatful- 
low lalkod sense,'or because thoy liked tho 
singing. 1 saw some of them in the first 
meetings dirty and ragged and noisy, and 
in tlio last ones with clean faces and bands, 
inonded coats, and quiet, orderly behavior. 
Tho Salvation nrmy does ci .'ilizo those men 
a littlo in cases where it fails to con- 
vert them. 
In tho open-air meetings, 1 


saw slatternly, evil-looking women with bare 
:mns and heads, and beard vile oaths from 
their lips ininglo with tho cry of babes in 
their avms. Poor souls! Thoy hated the 
little ring of singers because thoy could look 
uuppy in their lifo, and cursed them out o: 
the depth of misery such as I had nevor 
looked upon before. I saw embodied there all 
the evil and vice of which I had aver heard. 
I learned how hate and malice can express 
itself in look, word, and deed. I understand 
how intoloratod shame and wickedness ure 
of anv manifestations of goodness, and with 
it all I learned slowly tlio secret ot tho 
'Salvation look.' It meant—charity, and it 
could only come from an entire surrender ot' 
tho soul to tho service of God in saving other 
souls."
